The  complaint  accuses  WPFW  witli  one-sided 
coverage  of  numerous  Issues  Including  the 
war  In  El  Salvador,  racism,  nuclear  weapons, 
abortion,  the  Voting  Rights  Act,  and  others. 
For  example,  the  station  aired  programming 
that  stated  tiiat  "...the  Reagan  Administra- 
tion and  U.S.  policies  are  racist." 

Pacifica  President,  Peter  Fi-anck,  characterizes 
the  petition  as  an  effort  to  stifle  free  speech. 
"It  Is  Ironic  that  people  who  claim  to  believe 
that  government  should  stay  out  of  people's 
lives,  ar-e  now  asking  government  to  muzzle  a 
group  of  radio  stations  which  make  It  possible 
to  air  views  they  don't  agree  with.   Tlie  de- 
regulators  want  to  regulate  ideas  they  don't 
like.   The  American  Legal  Foundation  does  us 


honor  by  demonstrating  that  they  believe  that 
we  are  important  enought  to  muzzle." 
A  September  9th  article  in  the  Houston 'Post 
quoted  ALF's  Popeo  as  stating  his  gi'oup  would 
"not  rule  out"  challent^ies  tu  all  Pacirica 
stations  if  they  were  suucessful  In  blookliiR 
WPFW'  s  renewal.   KPf-'T'  s  1  i  cense  renewal  was 
granted  this  year  and  will  not  be  up  Cor  re- 
newal for  three  year-s.   Sharon  Maeda,  Execu- 
tive Director  for  t!ie  Pacifica  Foundation  la 
in  Houston  now  and  expresses  optimism.   "This 
is  clearly  a  free  speech  issue  that  I  believe 
even  the  Reagan  FCC  would  have  difficulty  [lur- 
sulng.   The  bottom  line  is  ttiat  WPFW,  and  all 
Pacifica  stations,  have  clearly  and  cnnslstently 
demonstrated  that  they  do  ser've  the  local  com- 
munities.  Pacifica  is  the  only  public  radio 
network  that  is  supported  by  its  listeners  to 
sucli  a  degree.  ..  .this  year's  $2.5  million  bud- 
get is  over  70S  listener  support.   That  Is  a 
compelling  argument  that  we  do  serve  the  local 
community  interest." 

The  Pacifica  Foundation  will  respond  to  the 
charges  within  60  days.   Then,  the  FCC  must 
determine  whether  or  not  to  have  open  hearings 
on  the  matter.   While  Pacifica  Is  confident 
of  prevailing  in  such  a  hearlnj^,  it  Is  a  very 
time  consuming  and  expensive  process.
